It rests with him to make or mar the reputa- 
tion of his firm. He cannot do that reputation any 
good by receiving traveling men in a cross, surly, con- 
temptible manner. 








A LITTLE over a year ago, in the city of Aurora, 
Ill., a stock of goods was closed out at public sale 
that had been on the counters of a retail 
Selling = merchant in that city for upwards of 
oa fifty years. There were Paisley shawls, 
"the like of which the markets of today 
never see. There were dress patterns such as our 
grandmothers wore. There were odds and ends of 
drygoods of all kinds, moth-eaten and faded, with an 
odor of antiquity. about them that made them verit- 
able relics. ‘The merchant, a man of eighty odd years, 
looked on regretfully while the women of the town 
carried off bargain after bargain in antiquated dry- 
goods. That store had been run for over fifty years 
on the principle of selling to the people what the 
merchant chose to buy and not what the people 
wanted. It was an excellent example of that all too 
prevalent dry rot that is characteristic of so many 
country stores, and that in this case was conspicuous 
even in a city of 30,000 inhabitants. 

One vital question for a merchant to decide is 
whether he will sell advertised or unadvertised goods, 
in other words, whether he proposes to give the peo- 
ple what advertisers have educated them to want, or 
whether he attempts to make people want what he 
chooses to buy. The up-to-the-minute store is not 
stocked with Paisley shawls of the pattern of 1860, 
but is prepared to supply the latest productions, 
whether in drygoods or hardware, of the year 1912. 
The up-to-the-minute merchant does not need to have 
his attention called to any generally advertised article 
of hardware or other goods in his line, because he has 
already read the advertisements of those articles, and 
has placed them in his stock or is quite ready to do 
so. If he is anything short of this, he is asleep. Let 
him sleep for twenty years, as did the famous Rip 
Van Winkle, and his creditors will have very much 
the same sort of a closing out sale as did those of 
the old drygoods merchant mentioned above. 

There is no end of argument that can be adduced 
in favor of the handling of advertised goods, and 
there is little or no argument for the stocking of 
unadvertised goods. People are asking for articles 
that they have seen advertised in the magazines, daily 
papers, trade papers. They are offended if offered 
something else “just as good.” They care little 
about the margin of profit to the retailer. In fact, if 
they know that there is a greater margin of profit on 
unadvertised than on advertised goods, they are likely 
to show resentment. It may be true that in some 
instances the dealer can not make as large profit on 
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advertised specialties as on substitutes, but the fac 
that sales of the former are more easily made an 
larger, that the store handling the advertised spe. 
cialties becomes widely known as an up-to-date estab. 
lishment, compensates for any temporary loss of 3 
few cents extra profit in the handling of goods which 
are popularly unknown and therefore of doubtfy| 
value. 

Advertised goods are quality goods as a rule. (Of 
course, there are exceptions. But it is safe to say 
that in the long run the merchant who sticks closely 
to the handling of the largely advertised specialties 
may rest assured that he is selling dependable prod- 
ucts. The reason for this is very evident. The ex- 
tensive advertiser can not afford to expend vast sums 
of money in a campaign of publicity for the exploiting 
of goods of doubtful value. It has been done, but in- 
variably has resulted in ultimate failure, for unless 
the quality of the goods fully backs up the claims 
of the advertiser no permanent market can be created. 

To every retailer who reads these lines, there 
comes this injunction: Clean up and clean out your 
store. Throw out the slow sellers—the antiquated 
goods, the substitutes—and put in live goods, adver- 
tised goods, quality goods. ‘Sell the people what they 
want and they will come again. Make it a point to 
have in stock, so far as possible, everything in your 
line that is called for more than once, and your store 
will soon gain the reputation of being the place to 
buy because you “have the goods.” 








EmpLoyes of the United States Steel Corporation 
are investing in that company’s stock at the rate of 
Steel about 25,000 shares a year. In 1903 
Corporation’sthey began buying under the profit-shar- 
Profit-Sharinging plan proposed by the corporation, and 
Plan. in that year employes bought 48,983 
shares of preferred stock at $82.50 a share. The 
next year stock was sold to employes at $55, but the 
following year the stock recovered and sold at $87.50, 
the next year at $100, in 1907 at $102, in 1908 at 
$87.50, in 1909 at $110 and in 1910 at $124. In 1911 
the price was $114, but the company has not yet an- 
nounced the number of shares purchased in 1911, the 
annual report not having appeared as yet. 

Payment for stock purchased by employes is made 
in monthly installments, which are deducted from the 
salary or wages of the subscriber. The stock must be 
paid for in three years, and the deferred payments are 
charged with 5 per cent interest per annum, but divi- 
dends paid on the stock are credited to the account of 
the purchaser from the date when his payments began 
until the stock is fully paid and issued to him. 

As an inducement for employes to keep their stock 
after purchasing it, the corporation offers to pay $5 4 
share on each share of preferred and $3.50 a share «" 
each share of common stock held continuously by any 
employe for five years. The company on January 
of each year will give a cash bonus to each emp! 
who is paying for stock on installments, at the rate 
$5 a share in cash for each share of preferred st: 
and $3.50 a share for each share of common stock. 

The object of this plan, of course, is to make t 
employes of the United States Steel Corporation p: 
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in its fortunes through investment in its 
, highly commendable plan. 








RANDOM NOTES AND SKETCHES.

[he question of “to tip or not to tip” is being taken 
seriously in trade circles. Recent paragraphs in this 
column on this subject have stirred up readers of 
\wericAN ARTISAN to earnest consideration of the 
matter. I am just in receipt of a letter from the 
president of a large stove company in which he says: 

“Your solution of the ‘tipping problem,’ as presented 
by the friend of your ‘Random Notes’ man, is so funny 
that the average obtuse man is at loss to know if it 
is meant for a joke or not. It might do as much as 
anything could to correct an evil that from small 
proportions has grown to be one of importance. 
\mericans can’t do things by halves, and the European 
custom of giving tips, which originally meant trifles, 
has been developed along the extravagant lines pre- 
vailing in America, until they can easily be made to 
nearly or quite double one’s average hotel bills, and 
even then the guest is liable to looks and actions, if 
not words, that are akin to insulting, if the tip does 
not accord with the ideas of the man who receives it. 
\nd the exasperating part of it is that the serving 
class are not chiely to blame. Hotel people employ 
their help, and their wages are gauged with reference 
to the tips that they receive, and it is the hotel pro- 
prietors and managers, if anyone, who should be 
boycotted for their connivance at and promotion of an 
evi! that has grown to be serious. At average good 
hotels prices are well nigh extravagant, and with a 
round price for rooms, and prices for table service 
ofien exorbitant, it is an unfair as well as cowardly 
piece of business for hotel people to indirectly insist 
that their guests shall pay their servants. However, 
the evil grows so rapidly that it is likely soon to so 
re-act as to cure itself. The writer of this, for him- 
self, has formed a combination, a ‘Trust,’ of which 
he is President, Secretary and Board of Managers, 
and without waiting for combined action of Travelers’ 
Associations, ete., has simply quit being imposed upon 
at every turn while traveling. The Pullman porter 
is entitled to a reasonable tip, because he does perform 

one httle service, that of bootblack, for which we do 
not otherwise pay, and have no right to claim from 
the company, but the average extortions in dining 
rooms, barber shops, and at almost every turn in the 
average hotel, are a thing which should no longer be 
submitted to, though it is true that it takes a brave 
man to refuse to be bled at every turn, or to give a 
small tip in a big hotel. If travelers would assert 
their independence, the evil might to some extent be 
remedied if not abolished.”

Man’s first wants are voiced by a cry—“An infant 
crying in the night.” His first intelligence is evidenced 
by a smile—the smile of recognition of the five-weeks- 
old babe. Through smiles and tears the human soul

The old saying that “reading makes a full man” 
may be taken in a literal sense as regards the inform- 
ation that it is possible to secure by constant read- 
ing. But that is not the only benefit obtainable from 
reading. Much of the so-called information that is 
secured by reading the newspapers, is misinformation 
that is given out for the purpose of misleading the 
public. The careful reader will not accept everything 
he reads, but will weigh and sift all carefully, reject- 
ing the false and appropriating the true. In this pro- 
cess reading becomes a sort of logical gymnastics 
in which the mind learns to exercise its highest judg- 
ment, or in other words to think for itself, so that the 
reader who observes the injunction to “mark, weigh 
and inwardly digest,” is immensely broadened by what- 
ever he reads, whether he agrees with the statements 
made or not. Such reading makes one think for him- 
self and opens the way to original ideas. 


Stephen Girard, founder of Girard College, Phila- 
delphia, was born in France. He ran away from home 
as a boy and went to sea. From cabin boy he rose to 
the position of captain. In those days ship captains 
bought and sold cargoes and traded in the ports of 
the world. 

One day Capt. Girard was bound for New York 
with a cargo of merchandise. It was in 1776 during 
the war of the Revolution and his ship was chased by 
a British cruiser. To escape capture he sailed up the 
Delaware river and anchored at Philadelphia, It was 
not the port of his choice, but he made the best of it. 
He rented a store, filled it with the contents of his 
ship and entered upon that mercantile career which 
made him famous. Throughout the dark days of the 
Revolution he was a consistent optimist, buying when 
others were discouraged and selling later at large 
profits. At the close of the war he had twenty-two 
ships sailing the seas of the world. In time of finan- 
cial crisis the Girard millions were at the disposal of 
the treasury.. As the crowning event of his life he 
founded Girard College. The lesson of Stephen Gi- 
rard’s life is that optimism and industry are worth 
while. 

Success is never built up by knocking; it is like 
building a house on the sands.

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WRONG START IN FIGURING PROFITS. 








To AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

Referring to your article in AMERICAN ARTISAN of 
February 17, regarding the figuring of profits, we are 
not one of the 1,000 to whom the question was sub- 
mitted but wish to take exception to your answer just 
the same. 

If an article cost $1.00 and the expense of doing 
business is 22 per cent of cost, then $1.22 would repre. 
sent the true cost laid down. To this add your 10 
per cent profit and you have $1.34 +. Your multiplica- 
tion proves nothing except the correctness of your 
division. 

Permit me to take up the question where you leit 
off. If an article sold for $1.47 and this amount 
represented cost and 32 per cent, what did the article 
cost? 147--132=1.11-+-=1 per cent. 1.11 + 
100 = $1.11 +-, which is the cost of the goods. 

Now, let us prove our work. 32 per cent of 111 4+ 
is 35.6+. Now add 35.6+ to your 111+ (the 
original cost) and you have your 1.47, the selling price. 

You do not state your question fairly or you are 
wrong in your conclusion.

ANSWER: The fallacy here is that expense an‘ 
profit are figured on cost and not on selling price. 
In general we say a merchant does a business 0! 
$50,000 a year at a selling expense of 22 per cent, or 
$11,000. That is, the expense is figured on the gros- 
sales, not on the cost of the goods. So, when ow 
correspondent estimates his 32 per cent expense an 
profit on $1.00, the cost of the article, he makes 
mistake at the outset. In this case he estimates ex 
pense and profit at 34 cents, whereas it should be 4 
cents, a clear loss of 13 cents on every sale of an ar 
ticle costing $1.00. 

To make this clearer we will ask at what pri 
must a merchant buy an article which he sells at $1.0 
in order to make expense and profit on the sellin: 
price of 32 per cent, and the very evident answer | 
68 cents. So, also, if he is to make expense and proti' 
of 32 per cent on the selling price of an article whic! 
he sells at $1.47, he must buy that article at $1.0:

OBJECT OF ADVERTISING 


The object of salesmanship and advertising is to dis-

campaign of education.” I think we ought to forget that 
once and for all. I would like to know when we have all 
of the people educated. All advertising is of an educational 
character: if it is not it is not advertising at all. 

I think advertising men, like all other men, are made as 
well as born. The thing that hampers men, that holds them 
back more than anything else, is the doubt of their own abili

ty. They praise what they consider great genius or great 
ability in some other man, when perhaps they possess that 
same ability. I do not think it is going too far—and I do 
not say it to you only; I have said it to other people, too— 
but I think there is enough ability in this room to take care 
of almost any crisis this country could ever have. There is 
more latent ability in all men than we know of, and the only 
reason they do not forge faster to the front is because they 
are not able to recognize it. Fifty years ago this country 
confronted a crisis, and when the crisis came the country 
had a leader, but a year or two before it came the man 
had not been picked, but he had it in him all the time to be- 
come a leader. Let us preach the doctrine of “made” men 
as well as “born” men. 

It is easier to make goods than to sell them. I have been 
in the advertising business all my life, but it took me some 
time to find that out. Any man with money can buy ma- 
chinery and hire men to run it and make goods, but it does 
not follow that because he can do that he can sell those goods 
His money is of no use if he cannot sell the goods after 
they are made. It took me some time to find out that the 
making of the goods is the least. When you are manufactur- 
ing goods you are dealing both with men and metals, and 
you can put a thousand more men to work and make more 
goods, but when you cross the line and attempt to sell those 


goods you will meet a different proposition. When you 


make a sale of anything, whether in a retail store or on the 
ad, no matter what it may be, that sale does not take first 
place the pocketbook, it does not take first place in the 
rder book, it does not take first place in the check book, but 
every sale takes place, whether it be a paper of pins or a 
house and lot, in the mind of the man who buys the goods. 


Therefore we must put salesmanship on that one basis. A 


lawyer is as much a salesman as a business man, because when 


he is in court he wants to sell his side of the case to the 
judge and jury, and he is the best salesman known because 
he goes at it scientifically

Phere are certain qualities I have been asked to give here

From any ethical or religious standpoint I 
leave it to you that in the last analysis nobody knows whether 
a man is honest but himself. You do not know whether | 
am honest or not.

whether we are or not, it is a good thing to keep them think- 
ing that way, but they could not prove it to save their lives 
It is a good thing some men are dishonest. I have seen men 
with so much ability that if they were honest some of us 
would have no chance; they would get all the money. | be- 
lieve, gentlemen, you are honest men. Most men I have 
met have two arms, two legs (unless lost by accident), two 
eyes, two ears, a nose and a mouth, and, considering their 
height, they weigh about the same. What is the difference 
in men?

The 16th annual convention of the Minnesota Re- 
tail Hardware Association opened on Tuesday, Feb- 
ruary 27 in the Auditorium at St. Paul with a large 
attendance of representative members of the trade 
from all parts of the state. The membership of the 
Minnesota association now exceeds 1,100, and the at- 
tendance at the convention was fully up to expecta- 
tions. 

The address of welcome was made by Mayor H. P. 
Kellar of St. Paul, who said that all antagonism be- 
tween city and country hardware men should be done 
away with. Each member is a part of a big unit, he 
said and they are dependent on each other for their 
prosperity. He welcomed the hardware men to St. 
Paul, and told the members of the great field open te 
such an association for remedying a lot of the evils in 
trade conditions. A. T. Stebbins responded for the 
association. 

The principal address at the afternoon session was 
on the importance of credit by C. D. Maclaren, credit 
manager for Farwell, Ozmun, Kirk & Co. He said 
that credit is the essential underlying root of prosper- 
ity, especially in a developing country like the North- 
west.

‘p>  nnual meeting of the Minnesota Retail Hard- 
jutual Fire Insurance Co. was held, with Presi- 
harles F. Ladner in the chair, and addresses’ 
ide by C. J. Doyle, Fire Marshal of Illinois, on 
“The Criminal Fire Waste,” and by A. W. Richard- 
son, state Agent of the Hardware Mutual, on “Im- 
proving Risks.” “Bart,” of the Minneapolis Journal, 
gave a chalk talk. Insurance directors were elected 
and an Insurance Question Box was opened. 

ADDRESS OF A. W. RICHARDSON. 


\. W. Richardson, state agent of the Minnesota 
Hardware Mutual Fire Insurance Co., delivered a stir- 
ring address on the subject of reducing rates by im- 
proving risks. It was a heart to heart talk to the 
members of the Minnesota Retail Hardware Associa- 
tion, urging them to allow him the privilege of scrutin- 
izing their policies when calling upon them and open- 
ing their eyes to errors in policies, such as, for instance, 
insurable value placed on buildings, concurrent insur- 
ance permitted, etc. Mr. Richardson emphasized the 
necessity of care in policies written by local agents, 
where too often ignorance is displayed, such as might 
result disastrously to the insured in case of fire loss. 

Another point brought out by him was the necessity 
of taking inventory and care in preservation of same, 
as a most valuable asset in case of loss by fire. This 
is often found lying on a shelf with other papers and 
unprotected. 

He urged care in the handling of volatile and other 
oils, advocated the use of dripping pans under 
faucets, ete. 

He warned the dealers to report promptly any 
change of ownership or any improvements on risks, 
which should not be made without permission. The 
same being true of the installation of gasolene, acety- 
lene or similar lighting plants, which might invalidate 
an insurance policy. 

He cited several cases of spontaneous combustion 
coming under his observation and read from news- 


paper clippings numerous similar reports. He spoke- 


of the moral hazard in fire insurance and cited cases 
of applications being rejected by his company upon 
proper investigation. 

The only way to prevent fires, he said, was to 
remedy the cause. No matter what the rate may be, 
if only one per cent, the insured thinks it too high, 
but in fact in many cases conditions are so bad that 
double the rate charged ought to be paid. 

he reports of the officers of the insurance mutual 
showed that the company is doing a business of nearly 
$15,000,000, and that $32,000 was added to the cash 
assets in 1911, the assets now amounting to $315,000. 
The question of raising the present limit of insurance 
was discussed.

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COLORADO RETAIL HARDWARE DEALERS’ 
CONVENTION. 


To AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

The tenth annual convention of the Colorado Retail 
Hardware and Implement Association, and the first ex- 
position have just closed. The convention was very 
much the most successful we have ever had. Badges 
were bought for three hundred members, and were dis- 
tributed with the utmost caution to members only, one 
badge going to the firm. Regardless of this we ran 
short about thirty-five badges. This is a good indica- 
tion of the number of members in attendance during 
the week. Other dealers, not members, attending the 
open sessions and the exhibition probably raised the 
number of dealers actually on the ground to between 
four and five hundred. Considering the fact that the 
association’s mailing list of retailers for the three states 
of Colorado, Wyoming and New Mexico, contain only 
six hundred and twenty-two names, it must be conced- 
ed that a very good percentage of them were in attend- 
ance. 

Every session was full of the greatest interest, and 
the only criticism which could possibly be offered, 
there was too much talent in the way of addresses, etc., 
from the prominent men of the country and not enough 
time given to the question box and the discussion of 
matters of local interest. The newly elected officers 
plan to obviate this objection another year and devote 
more time to local matters. 

The invocation to be delivered by Wm. Woodside 
of Silver Cliff, Colorado, was delivered instead by 
Rev. Harper of Denver. Mr. Woodside is the oldest 
hardware dealer in the state, being eighty-four years 
old, and at the last moment found it impossible to be 
with us. 

The response to the address of welcome booked for 
J. B. Shulte of Casper, Wyoming, was delivered in- 
stead by his stalwart son, A. Shulte. 

J. B. Wood of Santa Fe, N. M., was unable to be 
present and respond for New Mexico, ‘and this was 
therefore handled by Thos. G. Vick Roy of the Santa 
Fe Hardware Co. 

Keen disappointment was felt at the inability of S. 
E. Jones, president of the National Retail Hardware 
Association, to be with us. Mr. Jones was taken ill 
on his way here and compelled to return to his home. 

Phonographic addresses by J. D. Moore of Birm- 
ingham, Alabama, and O. Gossard of Oswego, Kan- 
sas, were novel and successfully carried out as per 
program. The picture of the speaker was thrown on 
the screen by stereopticon, when the address was de- 
livered by the phonograph. This made quite a “hit.” 

The address on fire and fire insurance by F. L. Ma- 
comber of Chicago was very interesting and instruc- 
tive. Mr. Macomber particularly advocates the carry- 
ing of full fire insurance, and endorsed in the strong- 
est terms the carrying of insurance in hardware 
mutuals. 

President Linder has been confined to his bed for 
two weeks and was unable to be present to deliver his 
address. Vice-President Schmidt was in California, 
and it therefore became necessary for the secretary to 
call the meeting to order, when A. L. Branson was duly 
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installed as president pro tem for the convention. 
President pro tem Branson read President Linder’s 
address. Mr. Linder was able on Friday, the 23d, to 
visit the exposition for a short time in a closed auto- 
mobile. He has been very ill, but is now speedily re- 
covering. 

The secretary's report showed the organization to 
have passed through a very active year, and a great 
deal had been accomplished for the benefit of its mem- 
bers. Membership had increased more than one hun- 
dred per cent during the year. 

The treasurer’s report showed satisfactory condi- 
tions. Reports of delegates to national conventions, 
also reports of local associations showed great activity 
among merchants in organizations and co-operation. 

The address of Geo. J. Kindel of Denver on parcels 
post was more of an attack on railroad and express 
corporations, rather than logical argument in favor 
of parcels post. Mr. Kindel is recognized as a rail- 
road and express company fighter. He is also advocat- 
ing parcels post, primarily for the purpose of using 
parcels post to fight the express companies. He had an 
excellent opportunity to convert several hundred hard- 
ware dealers into supporting parcels post movement, 
but only succeeded in convincing them more fully than 
before that parcels post would be a bad thing for the 
commercial interest of the country in particular, and 
the nation as a whole. 

The address of Mr. Unfug on “How the Dutch Sell 
Hardware and Implements in the Old Country,” was 
based on his observations during his sojourn in Eu- 
rope last summer. It was very interesting and given 
in the original style of “our Adolph.” 

Mr. G. W. Simmons being unable to be present, his 
address was read by Mr. F. J. Semple, who was pres- 
ent as Mr. Simmons’ personal representative. 

The address on “The National Federation of Retail! 
Merchants,” by ©. O. Ru&sell of Greeley, Colorado, 
showed a thorough knowledge of his subject, and that 
there was the greatest need for retail merchants of all 
lines to combine in this federation for mutual protec- 
tion and for the education of the public as to the neces- 
sity and advantage of merchandizing being done in the 
regular way through retailers. 

The address of Capt. Hardy on “Selling Ammuni- 
tion,” was most interesting and instructive, and showed 
that ammunition may be made one of the most profit- 
able lines in the retailer’s stock. 

Mr. Waldo Smith of Omaha delivered a short and 
interesting address on “The Relation of the Traveling 
Salesman to the Retailer,” demonstrated through the 
community of interest and dependence upon each 
other. 

Phonographic addresses by A. H. Barker and Dan 
Garrison were omitted. Addresses illustrated bv 
stereopticon by E. I. King of Logan, Kansas, on “Why 
Some Implement Dealers Don’t Succeed”; H. T. Ben- 
ham of Indianapolis, Ind., on “Advertising and Selling 
Saws’; “Steel Making, from Ore to Tacks,” by J. W. 
Meaker of Chicago, were very interesting and instruc- 
tive and greatly appreciated."

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Heating and Ventilating 








DIRECT-INDIRECT HEATING AND VENTILA- 
TION SYSTEMS. 





Dr. W. A. Evans, in his interesting articles on 
Health in the Chicago Tribune, has devoted much 
space to heating systems. Of the direct-indirect sys- 
tem he says: 

When radiators or other heating devices are placed 
in a room the heating is said to be direct. When the 
radiators are placed in air ducts and the hot air is 
blown into a room the heating is said to be indirect. 
When radiators are placed in a room and air is drawn 
into the room through the radiators the heating is 
said to be direct-indirect. 

Direct-indirect ventilation requires fewer ducts and 
fewer fans and, therefore, costs less to install than do 
the more elaborate mechanical systems. They are 
likewise. more cheaply and easily maintained. There 
is not the interference with floor joists and beams and 
sewer pipes that makes the usual mechanical systems 
so difficult to install. As the effort is to keep the fresh 
and foul air as much apart as possible, the quantity 
of air per occupant per hour can be reduced to one- 
half what is required in other methods of ventilation. 

The cost of ventilation, in the main, is due to the 
heating of the air, and any suggestion which promises 
to lower the quantity to be heated and which gives 
results will be in great demand. 

There are a few places where the direct-indirect 
method has been employed, but without much success. 
Why have these installations failed? They have placed 
the air outlets near the floor. The direct-indirect 
method depends on difference in temperature to move 
the air. This is force enough on a wind free day, 
provided the warm air is allowed to leave the room 
at the ceiling. It is not enough if the warm air from 
the ceiling must come back to the floor to get out. 
The system will work if the foul air is taken out at the 
ceiling and fan power enough is used to overcome 
wind obstacles. 

It is difficult to make air do complicated things after 
it has found its way into the free space of a room. 
The systems which depend upon the air in a room 
taking certain directions do not work in practice. An 
advantage of the direct-indirect system is that the air 
moves from inlet to outlet along simple lines.

COLD AIR IN RETURN INTAKES. 





To AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

I take pleasure in receiving Willis & Son Co.’s ex- 
planation of a vacuum. J did not for a moment sup- 
pose any one would take my definition in a literal, sci- 
entific meaning, but I used the expression to show 
dead density of the air at a certain time under the 
return pipe system as commonly installed. The use 
lately of very large grates to receive the cold air and 
large return pipes has in a measure changed the com- 
plexion of the return air system. I like the idea 
all right, but when it is not perfect we should not 
depend entirely on it. That the air goes dead at a 
certain time there is no doubt, and extra lining or less 
fire does not help it. When the ozone is eliminated by 
the heat it should be replaced, and this is needed more 
than humidity. 

As a practical furnace man I have had to take w’ 
comes in the way of business, and I cannot tell ji: 
how many cold air pipes from the outside I have 
placed in the return air systems, but it is upwards 0/ 
twenty at least. The first complaint a customer ma ‘¢ 
to me was that he could not keep his coal bill down © 
the installer’s estimate. He was burning up his f 
nace and had just got new grates. Sometimes ° 
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.as just perfect, then again it seemed as if no 
could be had. In installing or resetting and

RULE FOR SHINKAGE IN ROUND PIPE. 


To AMERICAN ARTISAN ; 

In reply to the query of Mr. R. J. Deeds in refer- 
ence to shrinkage in round pipe; will say that the rule 
of 31-7x7 inches plus % inch for lap is right as far 
as the circumference goes, but sheet metal heavier 
than 16 gauge has a shrinkage equal to just one thick- 
ness of itself when forming them in a cylinder. With 
a pipe of a given area on the inside 3 1-7 times the 
thickness of the metal will make up for the shrink- 
age. This system is applied when the cross seams 
are to fit tight and the inside is to have a given area 
all the way through. However, each mechanic must 
experiment and test his own figures, and for ordi- 
nary pipe work most mechanics add six times the 
thickness of the metal to the large end, which gives 
good results; then some mechanics make the large 
end 6% times the thickness while others use 7 as 
their number.

NEWLY INVENTED GAS FURNACE. 


John A. Abrams, of Wadsworth, Ohio, has been 
granted U. S. Patent No. 1,017,489, on a Gas-Furnace,

VENTILATION OF RESIDENCES. 


In a recent letter to the St. Louis Post-Dispatch 
Valentine A. Fath says: 

“A house that is steam or hot-water heated and is 
weather stripped, which it necessarily must be to make 
the heating effective under that system, practically 
makes the house air-tight and affords no ventilation 
whatever. The air under such conditions in a very 
short time becomes impure and unhealthy—unless ven- 
tilating flues are provided for. 

“Where the house is heated with a warm-air fur- 
nace and the cold air is taken from outdoors and 
heated by the furnace and the warmed air is dis- 
charged into the rooms, and where the rooms have 
ventilating registers in the baseboards near the floor 
line and the foul and impure air, which falls to the 
floor, is then drawn into these ventilating flues and 
carried up and discharged out through the roof, such 
a heating plant is an ideal system of heating and ven- 
tilation combined. 

“Now, if such a house is well weather stripped it 
not only makes the house more comfortable, but also 
more economical to heat, and really is a good thing.”

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PATTERN FROM OBLONG TO RECTANGLE. 


To AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

In AmeERICAN ARTISAN of February 17, Claud 
Snook of Tiffin, Ohio, asked how to lay out the pat- 
tern for a transition piece, oblong to rectangle. I am 
submitting here a solution for the problem. 

First, you construct the plan and elevation as in 
drawing; then you divide the upper part of plan as 
I, 2, 3, 4, 5, 4, 3, 2, 1. Draw lines from these points 
to corner of rectangle C and B; these are foreshort- 
ened lines. To find the true lengths of these lines you 
construct triangles as on right side of elevation, mak- 
in the line B”X as high as the elevation, with X as 
center at triangles and distance 1 B from plan, draw 
line 1 B” ; again, with X as center, distance 2 B from 
plan, draw line 2 B” and X center, with distance 3 B, 
4’ B, 5 B from plan draw lines for triangles B”3, 
B”’4, B’s5.

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PROTESTS AGAINST THE UNDERWOOD BILL 








On February 23, W. U. Follansbee, a tin plate man- 
ufacturer of Pittsburgh, appeared before the Senate 
Finance Committee in opposition to the proposed re- 
duction in the duty on tin plate. Mr. Follansbee criti- 
cised rather sharply Representative A. Mitchell 
Palmer, chairman of the sub-committee of the House 
Ways and Means Committee that drafted the steel 
bill, but said he did not intend to reflect upon the 
ability of either Representative Underwood or Repre 
sentative Palmer as legislators in the general sense 
but meant to convey the impression that they knew 
nothing about the tin plate industry. He said thes 
had called him into conference about the tin plate 
provision in the bill and he ascertained they were 10- 
familiar with the industry, which he said required 
years of patient study to understand. 

The bill proposes to reduce the duty on tin pl: 
from one and two-tenths cents a pound to half a cent 
a pound. Mr. Follansbee told the committee the 
dustry could stand a reduction of the duty to 
cent a pound, but any reduction under this m 
would be ruinous.

tee against the reduction of duty on chains prop: 
in the Underwood bill.

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-~HARDWARE. 

Everything favors the early ‘resumption of general 
business on a large scale. The country is about to 
recover from one of the most trying winters in recent 
history and the severe weather has brought in its train 
a feeling of unrest and depression from which leaders 
in business have not fully recovered. The only present 
drawback to trade is the sentiment of discouragement 
that is felt in some quarters and for which there is 
no warrant whatever. .In the iron and steel industry 
especially there is evefy reason for optimism. Busi- 
ness is good, the mills being full up with orders for a 
long time ahead, and prices, though low, admit of a 
margin of profit. The prospect is that as soon as 
spring opens the iron and steel industry will be 
swamped with orders, yet there are some who still 
persist in a pessimistic view of the situation, varying 
according to their ideas of politics. A presidential 
year is sure to disturb some people more or less, but 
business need not suffer this year if present indica- 
tions of activity are any fiterion. 

As an example, it is reported that eastern fabri- 
cators are preparing for an active spring building sea- 
son and structural material in the east is expected to 
become firmer. Southern pig iron is generally quoted 
$10.50 for first half. Also that the Gary, Ind., rail 
mill started Feb. 26 on an order of 30,000 tons for a 
railroad in New South Wales. Eight emergency blast 
furnaces at South Chicago have started, bringing steei 
operations up to capacity. 

These are only straws but they point the way of 
the wind. 


TIN PLATE. 

No new features have. developed in the tin plate 
market. Orders continue to be filled promptly. The 
London market is unchanged. There has been a fair 
amount of inquiry on foot throughout the week but 
business is difficult to negotiate owing to buyers’ limits 
being below current prices, while makers are firmly 
adhering to their figures. Liverpool reports that oil 
sizes have been in light demand with sellers at 13s 
od and 19s 3d, but not much business reported. 


SHEETS. 

Specifications with the majority of the mills have 
increased rather, than diminished in the past week. 
There is still a little unsold production, and it is hav- 
ing an unusually great influence in tending to hold 
down market prices. Manufacturers sa; that never 
before has the sheet market been so weak as to prices 
when the volume of actual tonnage was going so large 
a percentage of the total available capacity. Prac- 
tically all the mills are operating nearly if not quite 
full, with the exception of a few which have been 
long idle and are not to be considered in the reckon- 
ing at all at this time, since they closed when prices 
were much higher than at present.

TIN. 

Prices for tin advanced during the past week both 
on the New York Metal Exchange and in London, and 
sales at both places were larger than in some time. 
Confidence is developing and dealers look for an 
active market within the next few weeks. 

The depressed situation of the tin market in England 
is improving and the fact that the English syndicate 
is not dealing in the open because they refuse to recog. 
nize the new contract form to do away with trading 
in Straits material has had a telling effect. The sales 
are very low, and while transactions in futures are 
picking up a little, spot has not been dealt in for more 
than 50 tons daily since the first of the month, when 
the change was made. It is the opinion that the Eng- 
lish syndicate is dealing on the quiet in Straits tin, but 
this fact has not reached the London exchange. When 
the new contract form goes into effect on. the New 
York Metal Exchange, Monday, March 11, further 
dullness is looked for, but it is the general belief that 
business will recover from the change quicker than in 
England, as there is no organization such as the Eng- 
lish syndicate to contend with. Some of the dealers who 
have been opposed to the change are being swung into 
line, although others are holding out for the contin- 
uance of the present system. 


COPPER. 

All indications in the copper metal market point to 
an early advance in electrolytic, probably to a basis ot 
14.62\%4c, 30 days; before the end of the week this 
figure, it is expected, will be the quotation of the large: 
agencies. Several sales have been reported at slight!) 
above 14.50c and one of the new copper producers 1s 
understood to have soid a consignment of metal at 
14.50c f. 0. b. New York, which is practically on th 
basis of 14.62%4c, 30 days. It is estimated that in the 
past week 25,000,000 pounds of copper have been con 
tracted for, with deliveries as far ahead as June.

Or the New York Metal Exchange spot standard 
established a new high-level for the/year, exceeding 
the mark set in January by 2% points. The more dis- 
tant deliveries also were at the highest of the year, 
marking an advance of 12% points net over the clos- 
ing quotations of Friday last. 

Wiggin & Elwell, of Boston, in their market ‘etter, 
say: 

The exportation of copper is the most interesting factor 
in the situation at present and we do not believe that 62,000,000 
pounds were ever shipped from this country before in twenty 
days. Should this rate continue, the government figures will 
be over 90,000,000 pounds for February. Exports to Harve, 
France, have been nearly 20,000,000 pounds for the month and 
this is double the consumptive requirements of that country, 
but our advices indicate that this excess will be held against 
contracts which will be traded in on the newly established 
metal exchange in’ Harve and this copper is as good as deliv- 
ered. We have a similar situation in Hamburg, and if this 
new French supply is reported in the foreign statistics the 
incident will be forgotten. 


LEAD. 

The market is unchanged as to price. The leading 
interest continues to keep prices down to the low level 
lately established. It can readily be seen that to ad- 
vance prices before the tariff bill comes to a vote, 
would knock big holes in the argument that is being 
made in Washington for those in favor of no decrease 
in duty, that the late heavy decline in lead has been 
caused by the prospective reduction in the duty.. The 
St. Louis lead miarket is firm at $3.97™%. 





SPELTER. 

Consumers are experiencing much difficulty in se- 
curing enough spelter for their requirements, and 
sellers are very independent. One of the larger pro- 
ducers in speaking of the high prices said: “I do not 
want to gouge any one, but if I sell any spot spelter, 
I am compelled to hold out that much on some one 
who has contracted ahead for his metal, and this 
leaves him short. There are practically no stocks, 


and no February deliveries to offer.”

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COKE. 

Dealers continue to receive instructions to rush 
shipments on both new and old contracts owing to the 
tie up of cars. Operators, who are from one to three 
weeks behind, are making every effort to catch up, 
and some are putting new furnaces in blast. Prices 
are firm, but unchanged. 

For standard Connellsville 72-hour foundry coke 
$2.10@2.25 is quoted for prompt shipment. Standard 
48-hour Connellsville coke is quoted at ovens $1.75@ 
1.90 for prompt shipment and $1.80@2.00 for ship- 
ment over the next six months. 


PIG IRON. 

More interest is being shown in the iron market over 
the announcement that manufacturers are about to 
start another buying movement for low-grade foundry 
iron. Sales of pipe have been rather large within the 
past week, and makers have taken on quite a large 
tonnage. Several large lots have been shipped into 
New England. There are about 5,000 tons of low- 
grade phosphorous iron about to be placed in this 
market. The receivers for the Central Iron & Steel 
Co. are taking bids on 2,000 tons of basic. Another 
sale just closed was for 2,000 tons, which was pur- 
chased by the United States Steel Co. of Canton, 
Ohio. This sale was made at a basis of $12.40, valley. 
Furnaces seem to be pretty well cleaned out on mal- 
leable irqn, and the scarcity is being keenly felt. 

Freight rates on iron from Middlesbrough, Eng- 
land, to Mediterranean ports have been reduced, ac- 
cording to a cable received by one of the largest in- 
terests, the new rates being those in force until sev- 
eral months ago. This will mean that the volume of 
business that has been swinging to this country lately 
will again be placed with English interests. The ad- 
vance in the rate from England to southern Europe 
caused continental buyers to use American iron as it 
could be delivered to them cheaper than from Middles- 
brough. There has been a heavy movement to south- 
ern Europe lately, and inquiries are in the market for 
amounts ranging from 200 to several thousand tons, 
the total being estimated as between 15,000 and 20.000 
tons. A number of deals are understood to be prac- 
tically closed 


Matthew Addy & Co. of Cleveland, O., in their market 
report of March 2, 1912, say: 

If one is hunting for encouragement in the iron trade, 
it can be found in the volume of shipments. Pig iron is mov- 
ing forward steadily and in much larger quantity than was the 
case some months ago. Requests to delay shipment are rare 
and much more than counter-balanced by the more frequent 
requests to ship more rapidly than contracts specify. In fin- 
ished lines business is active. Mills and foundries generally 
are running anywhere from 15 to 50 per cent fuller than six 
months ago. As an offset to this is the fact that prices are 
still comparatively low. They are not as low as they were 
in November, when bottom was touched, but they are still 
altogether too low for really profitable operation. Yet in the 
iron trade volume has always been essential. It has in past 
years been necessary to get things going, to start the wheels 
of industry, so to speak, and prices after a while took care 
of themselves naturally. Undoubtedly the situation would be 
better were it not complicated by tariff tinkering and the fear 
.of burdensome legislation. These things have a restraining in- 
fluence. Yet in spite of them there has been a fair amount 
of new business and good inquiry. 

Coke is excited and feverish. It is in short supply and 
the price was sharply advanced with prospects of going to a 
still higher level.
